TAFT PRESIDES. AT MEETING : 


iiarun: French,’ German Statesmen 
Send. Messages indorsing Aims: of. 
i League to Enforce Peac.. 


A suggestion that the League to En- 
force Peace be made an instrument for 
ending the war in Europe was made by 
Zacob H. Schiff last night at a confer- 
ence of leaders of the organization 
which ex-President Taft founded. . The 


banker voiced the opinion that, .though |° 


the difficulties were great, the United 
States could, and should, attempt’ now 
te bring ‘together the warring, nations. 

It was announced last. hight that 
meetings.similar to the. gathering here 
would shortly be held in Chicago, St. 
Louis, Kansas City,-and othér, leading 
Cities with ‘ a view to organize public 
epinion ‘inbehalf of the league. 

Mr. Schiff took a directly opposite view 
to that voiced by James M. Beck in a 
recent speech at the Fifth Avenue Asso- | 
ciation dinner at the Waidorf-Astoria. 
Mr. Beck then said peace now would be 
*'premature,”’ and that by trying’ to 
force. it we should incur the enmity 
of the Allies as we had already in- 
eurred the hatred of the Central. Pow- 
ers. Mr. Schiff, reterring to Mr. Beck 
as an “ eminent speaker,’ called his 
utterances “unwise.” ‘Mr. Beck at- 
tehded last night’s dinner and heard 
his arguments so charactérized.

/Messages from Statesmen. 

The conference took the form’ of a 
dinner, and was held inthe grand ball- 
roomh of the Hotel Astor.  Ex-President 
Taft, President of the league, presided, 
and those who spoke were, besides Mr. 
Schiff, United’ States Senator William 
J. Stone of Missouri, Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Affairs; 
who praised the foreign policy of Presi- 
dept Wilson; Alton s. Parker, Robert 
E..Speer, and Finiey J. Shepard. ’ 

The only decorations in the ballroom 
were giant American flags. suspended 
from the first galleries on'the four’ sides 


of the room.’ There was not an ‘un- 


néutral incident of any king during’ 
the evening, so far as the spoken word 
of applause was concerned. 

The meeting was enthusiastic. If sity |{ 
hhody ' present’ was opposed to the. pro- 
gtam or the purposes of the league that 
person remained ‘very quiet, though all 
atiades of’ beliefs, some» who ardentiy 
sympa pathized with the Allies and otners 
who held just as deep a sympathy for 
the Central Powers, were tneie.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Nov. 24.—The 
American-Mexican; Joint. Commiasion 
reachéd an agreement this afternoon 
that the United States’ would withdraw 
the expeditionary column under General 
Pershing within the forty days immedi- 
ately following formal indorsement of 
the plan by President Wilson and Gen- 


éral. Carranza, provided conditions in 
Northern Mexico warrant such action. 
Should General Carranza refuse to in- 
@orse. the. protocol signed by the com- 
mission; ‘the body will be dissolved auto- 
matically. 

Should conditions be such at the ex- 
Piration of this time that it is impos- 
sible for the troops to be. withdrawn, 
because of the activity of Villa or other 
marauders, the. American ‘troops will 
proceed to’ remedy this situation either 
in co-operation with the Mexican forced 
or without them. The protection of the 
taér’ is left :““in statu quo,” each 
country having the obligation of sup- 
pressing such’ disorders. as may. arise. 

The United States reserves to itself 
the privilege of sending its forces into 
Mexico.in pursuit of raiders should this 
be necéssafy.. This point wag nét in- 
cluded in the protocol, but was embodied 
in a supplemental memorandum.

The following statement was issued 
by ‘the commission following the ad- 
journment: 

“The commission has come to’ ‘an’ 
agreément’ as to Withdrawal of Ameri- 
can troops in Mexico and border é6n- 
trol, which’ is to go by Mr. Pani, to 
Mexico. If it! is acceptable the confer- 
ences will be resumed within two weeks. 
The. trovps” ate .to' bé , withdrawn by 
Gerieral Pershing within forty daye of 
approval of the agreemerit, but in such 
manner “as. will permit the Mexican 
troops to occupy the evacuated terri- 
age which the Mexicans have agreed

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—The new 
monarch will be the ‘first.Austrian Em- 
peror to rule under the title of Charles. 
The House of Hapsburg has provided 
only two previous rulers of that name 
in. Austria. The first of these. was 
Charles J, who, while an Austrian 
Archduke. under that‘ title, became ‘at 
the‘ same time: German: Emperot in 1519 
under the title of Charles V 


The Hapsburg rulers of Austria had 
the rank of: Duke. until 1453. Frederick 


V. of Austria, having been elected Ger- 
man Emperor, (known as Bimperor 
Frederick III. of Germany,)»elevated 
Austria to the rank of an Archduchy. 
His son, Meximilian 1., who 
him as ruler.of Austria. 
the Netherlands by. marryin Mary, the 
heiress of Caoarles the Bold 07 ‘Burguridy, 
and Tyrol by inheritaneée; and-by marry- 
ing his son, Philip, to the daughter of 
Ferdinand and Isabella, he brought the 
“gaint family .upon the ‘throne of 


Phitip’s son, Charles I. 6f Spain, be-

The bo eng svtaetiony aves very 
interesting. It is a closeiy t organ- 
ism, made so by the use of figures and 
rhythms in the place of bi oh definitely 
stated ‘themes, and this- thematic ma- 
terial occurs repeatedly through the 
work. The symphony is not one of a 
thrilling emotional appeal, but ‘it 
scarcely guilty: on the charge of being 
academic that may be brought against 
it. In. the last movement the composer 
has sought an interesting method of 
combating: the difficulty of br wry? a 
last movement climactic Instead of less 
significant than. what has gone before. 
His method lies in adopting a ‘* dra- 
matic ” treatment that almost hints of 
the stage, a m that had not ‘been 
touched upon earlier except for a mo- 
ment at the beginning. The allegro 
vivace movement was very ‘ood. 
Throughout the work there are clever 
touthes in instrumentation, which is 
throughout well balanced and sonorous. 
It is a work that will seem worth hear- 
ing again to many. 

The compositions of Elgar and Sinir 
gaglia represent what happens. when a 
conductor, anxious ‘for. novelties, is 
obliged. to seek them among compos¢rs 
who have names—he gets the names. 
However, the works were not meant to 
be important, and they fill a Seren inate 
piece in @ program agreeably eouen.

MINT OUR BUSIEST INDUSTRY 


Can't Keep Up with Call for Coins 
Working 24 Hours a Day. 


F. H. J. Van Engelken, Diréctor of the 
Mint, conferred at the Assay Office yes- 
terday with the heads of the various 
mints to devise means for increasing the 
output of small coins, Those present 
were Verne M. Bovie, Superintendent of 
the Assay Office; Thomas W. Annear 
of the Denver Mint, A. M. Joyce of the 
Philadelphia Mint, and T. W. H. Shana- 
han and E. D. Hawkins of the San 
Francisco Mint. 

‘Mr, Van Engelken said that; with the 
largest two mints running twenty-four 
hours *a day. on: small coins, the demand 
was fdr larger than the supply. The 
shortage of quarters was particularly 
griévous,. he said, and after the confer- 
encé’Mr; Annear was ordered to run the 
Denver Mint.on quarters only.

The main feature of the idea is to have 
enacted a law for the appointment of a 
wage commission that should have ab- 
solutely the last say in all disputes be- 
tween employers and.employes. The 
rate of; pay fixed by commission 
should be the rate corporation 
would have to pay. to its é6émployes, and 
the employes would also have to pt 
the decision of the commission. me 
oem of penelinen both sides in a con- 

oversy that resulted in thé violation of 
the commission’s order would have to be 
worked out later.

Cotton Rate 2 Cents a Pound, and 
Corn 1 Cent. 


With. steadily decreasing tonnage, 
freight rates are advancing, and ship-
